rotate the spacecraft. They 
worried about fuel consumption. 


But on awakening after about 


10 hours Air Force Col. Thomas

All reported 
incidents were along the river 
area from Dalryville to Vina, 
Dr. Holtzer said. 
Dogs and cats pose the major 
human risk and these domestic 
animals should be immunized 
against rabies. Persons handl­ 
ing ill animals, should realize 
that rabies is a possibility. 
“ Any animal behaving oddly, 
particularly any wild animal, 
should be avoided and reported 
to the animal control or the 
Tehama County Department of 
Public Health. Any animal which 
is to be sent for evaluation of 
rabies, should be in a box and 
not handled directly by any 
person," Dr. Holtzer said. 
Skunks appear to be the ma­ 
jor reservoir of rabies in this 
area. Control of their numbers 
or eradication m easures are 
under consideration. This is 
extrem ely difficult and will not 
be undertaken unless other mea­ 
sure fail, Dr. Holtzer stated. 
Only nine California counties 
are believed free of rabies and 
373 cases of rabies were re­ 
ported in the state in 1968, 
according 
to 
state 
reports. 
Skunks ranked high on the list 
with 291; there were 52 rabid 
bats and the rest w ere domestic 


House Discontent 
In Washington On 
Seniority System 
WASHINGTON

sharp new attack on entrench­ 
ed senior House Democrats has 
brought into the open growing 
discontent among some mem­ 
bers with the workings of the 
seniority system.

Martha Riley, 
about 62, of 1115 Marin St., 
and her son, Donnie Riley, about 
26, of River Road, Richfield. 
The two, in company of -¿her 
m embers of the family, were 
fishing from a railroad trestle 
V i mile south of Kirkwood at 
the time of the tragedy. M rs. 
Riley's husband Clay, and the 
younger Riley's wife Mary, lea­ 
ped to safety some six feet 
below only seconds before the 
train rounded a blind turn. 
According to a witness, the 
woman and her son attempted 
to save themselves by lying flat 
between the rails, but evident­ 
ly panicked and tried to flee be­ 
fore the freight completed the 
bend. 
The younger Riley’s sons, 
ages three and five, witnessed

Who Gefs The Credit? 
(From the Christian Science Monitor) 


President Nixon said recently of his legislative program: "I 


don't count either the days or the hours. I plan for the long term." 
But it so happens — concerning welfare, taxes, social security 
benefits and other domestic items — that congress men are up for 
reelection next year. Both Republicans and Democrats. So "elect- 
ion-year politics," and the bylng between the parties for the 
legislative Initiative, begin now to be felt. 


Take social security benefits. President Nixon has proposed a 7 


per cent social security benefit increase this year; he likely will 
send a message to that effect to Congress. Now Wilbur Mills, the 
powerful chairman of the House Ways and Means Committee, sug. 
gests that be will seek no benefit increase this year, but a boost 
next year — of at least 10 per cent. Mills also would increase 
minimum benefits to perhaps $70 a month, and expand the "wage 
base," on which the social security tax (and benefits) are based, 
to as much as $12,000, compared to the present $7,800. 


One way or another, the social security benefits will go up. 


Uusually Congress does Its social security boosting in the elect, 
ion year — meaning next year. Thus Nixon would be mainly "go- 
ing through the motions" this year, if Mills has his way. But the 
cost of living is steadily rising, and social security should take ac- 
count of this, without long delay. 


An influential factor here is that both President Nixon and W1L. 


bur Mills also intend to propose major reforms to the nation's wel- 
fare system. Mills would include his proposals in next year's so- 
cial security bill. Nixon intended to make his welfare pitch this 
year. 


The differences in outlook between Nixon and Mills are not tre- 


mendous. It is, as we have said, in part a question of who writes 
the legislation and can claim the major credit. 


What we strongly suggest is that the welfare and social security 


revisions come along speedily. The proposed changes will be ex. 
tensive and far-reaching. There will need to be major welfare 
hearings, by Mills' committee. But the sooner the United States 
gets its welfare-relief-taxatton program in better array, the 
sooner people will discover less cause for agitation and riot.

county about $13,000. 


If the Supervisors decide on 


a special election the people 
who signed the petitions should 
not be blamed for the expense 
of this election. 


On another matter. There is 


not any doubt that enough signa- 
tures will be on the petitions. 
There is not any doubt that the 
people of the county will vote 
to keep the Hospital. But that 
is not enough. We must work 
to make Tehama General a big. 
ger and better Hospital. 


To bring this about, one im- 


portant step must be taken. 


Tehama General must be change 
ed to a District Hospital gov- 
erned by a hospital board 
completely independent of the 
Board of Supervisors. If this 
step had been taken 35 years 
ago when the hospital was built 
we would have a nice smoothly 
run large hospital today. 
I do not intend to imply that 
the present board of supervi- 
sors or the previous boards 
were not capable to govern a 
hospital. But I do contend that 
no board of supervisors is cap. 
able 
of running a hospital 


smoothly and efficiently while 
at the same time they are run. 
ning the county. 


This matter has been brought 


before boards of supervisors 
several times in the past, and 
they always agree that the hos- 
pital would be run better by an 
independent 
governing board. 


But as yet none of the boards 
have made any attempt to do 
anything about it.

HISTORY IS IN THE MAKING; 
CHARLES EVERS CHOSE TO 
BUILD RATHER TH\N TEAR 
DOWN;

ALL MINORITIES

Washington 
May 17, 1969 


Dear Joe: 


Two events happened in the 


past week which someday you 
and other boys of your age will 
look back on and say that they 
made history. One was the elec. 
tion of Charles Evers, a Negro, 
to be the first mayor of a Mis. 
sissippi town in 100 years. The 
second was the way a Negro 
mayor, Walter Washington in 
Washington, D.C., 
and Luke 


Moore, the NegroU.S. marshal, 
handled a crowd of rowdy and 
rebellious Negro students at 
Howard University, a largely 
Negro institution. 


Both events show that despite 


some discouraging racial set. 
backs on the university cam. 
puses, we are making progress. 


Charles Evers is a man who 


is the exact opposite of the 
young black militants who are 
tearing our campuses apart to- 
day. Some years ago his brother 
Medgar was shot and killed from 
ambush while putting his car in 
the garage, all because Medgar 
had urged voting rights for 
Negroes. 


Charles had every reason to 


be bitter about his brother's 
death. Most people would have 
resorted to revenge and vio- 
lence. But Evers applied the 
doctrine of love. 


Patiently he went about the job 


of convincing white men in Mis. 
issippi that the black man had 
a right to vote; and of convinc- 
ing black men that they should 
vote. He had a very difficult 
fame doing this, because Ne- 
groes were scared to death 
when they came into the voting 
places. And they had reason to 
be. For in one town alone—Me. 
Comb, Miss. — in the summer 
of 1964twochurcheswereblown 
up and 20 Negro homes dam. 
aged. I went down there that 
summer to bail out 30 young 
students who were arrested 


when they protested these bomb, 
ings. 


But Evers kept his head. He 


kept plugging away for the black 
man's right to vote. Gradually 
he began to win. The Congress, 
the courts sided with him. He 
put on a tremendous education, 
al campaign among his own 
people to get them to register. 


I was with Evers in Chicago 


shortly after he had won the 
right to eat in a white restau- 
rant. We were raising money 
to send 20,000 turkeys to poor 
people for Christmas in Mis- 
sissippi and I took him to the 
Pump Room of the Hotel Am. 
bassador East, one of the more 
fashionable eating places in Chi* 
cago. The menu was in French. 


Evers studied it quizzically. 
"That's the penalty of inte* 


gratioa," he finally said. "You 
have to eat the white man's 
food." 


Finally last week, he was 


elected mayor of the little town 
or Fayette, the first Negro may* 
or elected in Mississippi since 
the carpetbaggers and the Negro 
bosses went too far in recon» 
struction days.

sity and Cornell and the City 
College of New York where 
young Negroes have burned and 
pillaged and disrupted is very 
similar to the excesses of those 
post-Civil War days. And just as 
the highhandedness of some Ne- 
groes after the Civil War caus- 
ed the loss of Negro gains and 
sympathy for almost 100 years, 
so the excesses at universities 
today is likely to do the same 
thing. 


When a minority of either 


blacks or whites paralyze a 
great university, 
when they 


rampage through libraries that 
have taken years to collect, 
when they deny the right to learn 
to the majority of students who 
have paid for that right, then 
they hurt not only themselves 
but the goals of all minorities. 


What the students of today 


don't realize is thatittook years 
to put across federal aidtoedu* 
cation, but it would only take a 
couple of days debate in Con. 
gress to end it.

in the Senate. Vice President 
Nixon was then called upon to 
break the tie and he voted 
against education. 


So, for more than ten years, 


Congress refused to vote funds 
for schools and colleges. And 
it was not until Lyndon John, 
son, 
a Southerner, became 


President that he changed this. 
Since then we have made the 
greatest progress in history 
toward better education—until 
this year. 


And this year the student re. 


volts have seriously set educa* 
tion back. 


Another thing which the black 


militants don't realize is that 
when the state or the federal 
government gives them afree or 
cut-rate education, the state 
has a right to give some guid* 
snce regarding their studies. 
What the state needs is not 
Negroes educated in a lot of 
snap courses such as black 
studies, but Negro doctors, law. 
yers and engineers. 


Yet young Negro militants 


closed down the best Negro 
schools of medicine and den* 
tlstry at Howard University for 
no good reason at all. It hurt 
them and it set back progress 
toward the goals which they 
have been trying so long to 
achieve. 


There was one healthy devel* 


opment, 
however. When the 


black militants refused to end 
their sit-in, two responsible Ne- 
groes, 
Mayor Washington and 


U.S. 
Marshal Moore, moved 


in to throw them out. And they

did it far more efficiently than 
did the police at Columbia last 
year or the police at Harvard 
this year. 


Which proves that qualified 


Negroes when given responsi- 
bility can and do exercise it.

Victims of severe burns have 


always presented a difficult 
problem in survival. Many 
known and many more un- 
known reasons why severe 
burns cauae death have been 
the target of s t u d y m re- 
search centers all over the 
world. 


Particular b a c t e r i a , the 


pseudomonas, seems to flour- 
ish on the burnt, devitalized 
tissue. These germs have been 
responsible for devastating: end 
uncontrolled infections which 


increases the mortality of such 
victims. 


At the University of Cincin- 


nati, Dr. J. Wesley Alexander 
and his co-workers have been 
developing a n e w vaccine 
a g a i n s t the pseudomonas. 
There is great hope that this 
vaccine will prevent many of 
the deaths that now occur in 
patients whose burns cover 
more than 30% of the body 
surface. It is known that the 
antibiotics are still remark- 
ably 
ineffective 
when this 


germ i n v a d e s the blood 
stream. 


A large team of scientists 


working together on this prob- 
lem have used the vaccine and 
are m o s t enthusiastic about 
this new addition to safe- 
guarding the lives of burn vic- 
tims.

Cryosurgery has been used 


extensively to attack tumors 
of the brain and other organs 
of the body. This is a freezing 
technique by which a probe is 
cooled to temperatures as low 
as 200°C by the use of liquid 
nitrogen. The use of cryother- 
apy is now so common that 
there is actually a society that 
devotes most of its attention 
to the advantages of the freez- 
ing techniques in many organs 
of the body. 


A most encouraging new use 


for cryotherapy is in the treat- 
ment of disease and tumors of 
the cervix of the wo-nb. In ad- 
dition to its 
effectiveness, 


there is the added advantage 
that child-bearing is not af- 
fected and cryosurgery does 
not seem to have any harmful 
aftereffects.

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Who Gets The Credit? 


(From tho Christian Science Monitor) 
Prostdoot Nixon said rocontly of his lsglslativs profram: " I 
don't count «liter the days or tho hours. 1 plan for the lonf torm.** 
But it so happons — concerning welfare, taxes, social security 
benefits and other domestic items — that concressm enare up for 
reelectlon next year. Both Republicans and D» .nocrats. So "elect* 
Ion-year politics,** and the bytnc between the parties fbr the 
leflslatlve initiative, hecta now to be felt. 


Take social security benefits. President Nixon has proposed a 7 
per cent social security benefit increase this year; he likely will 
send a m essafe to that effect to Coofress. Now Wilbur Mills, the 
powerful chairman of the House Ways and Means Committee, sue* 
gests that he will seek no benefit Increase this year, but a boost 
next year — of at least 10 per cent. Mills also would Increase 
minimum benefits to perhaps $70 a month, and expand the "wage 
b a se ," on which the social security tax (and benefits) are based, 
to as much as $12,000, compared to the present $7,800. 


One way or another, the social security benefits will go up. 
Uusually Congress does its social security boosting in the elect. 
Ion year — meaning next year. Thus Nixon would be mainly "go­ 
ing through the motions" this year, If Mills has his way. But the 
cost of living is steadily rising, and social security should take ac­ 
count of this, without long delay. 


An influential factor here Is that both President Nixon and Wil­ 
bur Mills also intend to propose major reforms to the nation’ s wel­ 
fare system. Mills would Include his proposals in next year's so­ 
cial security bill. Nixon Intended to make his welfare pitch this 
yeagfi 


The differences in outlook between Nixon and Mills are not tre­ 
mendous. It is, as we have said, In part a question of who writes 
the legislation and can claim the major credit. 


What we strongly suggest is that thewelfare and social security 
revisions come along speedily. The proposed changes will be ex­ 
tensive and far-reaching. There will need to be major welfare 
hearings, by Mills* committee. But the sooner the United States 
gets 
Its welfare-relief-taxatlon program in better array, the 
sooner people will discover less cause for agitation and riot.

DREW PE ARSON SAYS: NEGRO 
HISTORY IS IN THE MAKING; 
CHARLES EVERS CHOSE TO 
BUILD RATHER TH\N TEAP 
DOWN; 
RAMPAGING MILI­ 
TANTS 
ARE HARMFUL TO 
ALL MINORITIES 
(Editors Note: 
The Washing» 
ton Merry-Go-Round today takes 
the form of a letter by Drew 
Pearson to his grandson, Joseph 
P. Arnold.) 
Washington 
May 17, 1969 
Dear Joe: 
Two events happened in the 
past week which someday you 
and other boys of your age will 
look back on and say that they 
made history. One was the elec­ 
tion of Charles Evers, a Negro, 
to be the first mayor of a Mis­ 
sissippi town in 100 years. The 
second was the way a Negro 
mayor, Walter Washington in 
Washington, D.C., 
and Luke 
Moore, the NegroU.S. marshal, 
handled a crowd of rowdy and 
rebellious Negro students at 
Howard University, a largely 
Negro institution. 
Both events show that despite 
some discouraging racial set­ 
backs on the university cam­ 
puses, we are making progress. 
Charles Evers is a man who 
is the exact opposite of the 
young black militants who are 
tearing our campuses apart to­ 
day. Some years ago his brother 
Medgar was shot and killed from 
ambush while putting his car in 
the garage, all because Medgar 
had urged voting rights for 
Negroes. 
Charles had every reason to 
be bitter about his brother's 
death. Most people would have 
resorted to revenge and vio­ 
lence. But Evers applied the 
doctrine of love. 
Patiently he went about the job 
of convincing white men in Mis- 
issippi that the black man had 
a right to vote; and of convinc­ 
ing black men that they should 
vote. He had a very difficult 
time doing this, because Ne­ 
groes were scared to death 
when they came into the voting 
places. And they had reason to 
be. For in one town alone— Me- 
Comb, M iss. — in the summer 
of 1964 two churches we re blown 
up and 20 Negro homes dam­ 
aged. I went down there that 
summer to bail out 30 young 
students 
who were arrested 


when they protested these bomb­ 
ings. 
But Evers kept his head. He 
kept plugging away for the black 
man's right to vote. Gradually 
he began to win. The Congress, 
the courts sided with him. He 
put on a tremendous education 
al campaign among his own 
people to get them to register. 
I was with Evers in Chicago 
shortly after he had won the 
right to eat in a white restau­ 
rant. We were raising money 
to send 20,000 turkeys to poor 
people for Christmas in Mis­ 
sissippi and I took him to the 
Pump Room of the Hotel Am­ 
bassador East, one of the more 
fashiOisable eating places in Chi­ 
cago. The menu was in French. 
Evers studied it quizzically. 
"T h a t's the penalty of inte­ 
gration,** he finally said. "You 
have to eat the white man’s 
food.” 
Finally last week, he was 
elected mayor of the little town 
or Fayette, the first Negro may­ 
or elected in Mississippi since 
the carpetbaggers and the Negro 
bosses went too far in recon­ 
struction days. 


WILL HISTORY REPEAT? 
The rioting at Howard Univer­ 


sity and Cornell and the City 
College of New York where 
young Negroes have burned and 
pillaged and disrupted Is very 
sim ilar to the excesses of those 
post-Civil War days. And justas 
the highhandedness of some Ne­ 
groes after the Civil War caus­ 
ed the loss of Negro gains and 
sympathy for almost 100 years, 
so the excesses at universities 
today is likely to do the same 
thing. 
When a minority of either 
blacks or whites paralyze a 
great university, 
when they 
rampage through libraries that 
have taken years to collect, 
when they deny the right to learn 
to the majority of students who 
have paid for that right, then 
they hurt not only themselves 
but the goals of all minorities. 
What the students of today 
don’t realize is that it took years 
to put across federal aid to edu­ 
cation, but it would only take a 
couple of days debate in Cor* 
gress to end it. 
I have heard M rs. Agnes 
M eyer, who has crusaded for 


years for better public schools, 
tell how she went to see P resi­ 
dent Eisenhower in 1953, short­ 
ly after he was elected, to try 
to persuade him to push aid to 
education.

Joe Clark of Penn* 
sylvania pushed an aid-to-educa- 
tion bill and it got a tie vote 
in the Senate. Vice President 
Nixon was then called upon to 
break the tie and he voted 
against education. 
So, for more than ten years, 
Congress refused to vote funds 
for schools and colleges. And 
it was not until Lyndon John­ 
son, 
a Southerner, became 
President that he changed this. 
Since then we have made the 
greatest progress in history 
toward better education— until 
this year. 
And this year the student re­ 
volts have seriously set educa­ 
tion back. 


Another thing which the black 
militants don't realize Is that 
when the state or the federal 
government gives them a free or 
cut-rate education, the 
state 
has a right to give some guid­ 
ance regarding their studies. 
What the state needs is not 
Negroes educated in a lot of 
snap courses such as black 
studies, but Negro doctors, law­ 
yers and engineers. 
Yet young Negro militants 
closed down the best Negro 
schools of medicine and der»i 
tistry at Howard University for 
no good reason at all. It hurt 
them and it set back progress 
toward the goals which they 
have been trying so long to 
achieve. 
There was one healthy devel­ 
opment, 
however. 
When the 
black militants refused to end 
their sit-in, two responsible Ne­ 
groes, 
Mayor Washington and 
U.S. Marshal Moore, 
moved 
in to throw them out. And they 


did it far more efficiently than 
did the police at Columbia last 
year or the police at Harvard 
this year. 


Which proves that qualified 
Negroes when given responsi­ 
bility can and do exercise it. 
And the nation’s greatest mis­ 
take was In not giving It to 
them sooner. 


So I congratulate the people 
of Fayette, M iss., for electing 
a qualified Negro as mayor and 
I congratulate Charles Evers 
for announcing as his motto, 
" L e t’s replace hate with lo v e." 
All this is why I say that 
someday your generation will 
look back on last week's act* 
ievements as a milestone in 
history.
